1. POLITICAL COUNSELOR AND EMBOFFS INVOLVED IN 
CODEL VISIT MET IN KREMLIN JUNE 18 WITH AMBASSADOR 
V.G. VYSOTIN, CHIEF OF DEPARTMENT FOR INTERNATIONAL 
RELATIONS OF SUPREME SOVIET PRESIDIUM, AND OTHER 
SUPREME SOVIET OFFICIALS TO GO OVER ARRANGMENTS. 
ATMOSPHERE WAS UNUSUALLY CORDIAL AND SOVIETS SEEMED 
EAGER TO DO EVERYTHING POSSIBLE TO MAKE VISIT A

(COMMENT: EMBASSY STRONGLY SUPPORTS THIS

WOULD ADVANCE U.S. NATIONAL INTERESTS HERE.) 

B. VYSOTIN SUGGESTED DELEGATION MIGHT WISH TO VISIT 
LENIN MAUSOLEUM AND NEARBY TOMB OF UNKNOWN

4. TRANSPORTATION. DELEGATION HEADS WILL EACH BE ASSIGNED 
CHAIKA LIMOUSINE AND EACH OTHER SENATOR AND WIFE A VOLGA
